peripheral vision, their ability 
to play sports, ability to drive 
in cloudy conditions, and lose 
jobs because of their sight. The 
worst part was watching them 
go through grief, anger, dis¬ 
couragement and despair,” said 
Judy. “For several years we had 
been hearing about this doctor 
in Vancouver who has had a 
success in not just slowing and 
stopping retinal deterioration 
(RP), but actually reversing it.” 

Dr. Yu is trained in Western and 
Chinese medicine. He received his 
Masters in Belgium and returned 
to China as a researcher where a 
huge part of the population has 
RR so they are way ahead of the 
West in understanding it. I)r. Yu 
has written over fifty medical pa¬ 
pers and books, and was on the 
1995 International Who's Who 
List of Intellectuals out of Cam¬ 
bridge England.

Taylor and her husband 
Brian, from Carstairs, have 
three daughters and two sons, 
none of the girls suffer from RR 

“Throughout history it is 
always passed down, but men 
usually have it worse,” said 
Taylor. “My grandma had it, 
then my dad, then me, then the 
boys. The hoys are much fur¬ 
ther along then I am.” 

RR is the name given to a 
group of degenerative diseases 
of the retina. The retina, at the 
back of the eye, is a thin sheet 
of interconnected nerve cells 
including the light sensitive 
cells (cones) and dark sensitive 
cells (rods). It is here that light 
is converted into electrical sig¬ 
nals to the brain where “see¬ 
ing” takes place. In RR the rod 
and cone cells degenerate. De¬ 
pending on the type of RR the 
rate of progression varies. 

Judy first noticed the boys 


were having trouble seeing 
when they were very little and 
in the dark. 

“They were tested and diag¬ 
nosed at age five, even before 
they started school," said Judy. 

Both Landon and Lowell 
have quit driving, and they 
have had to leave many jobs 
because of their sight. 

“All hope was lost for a nor¬ 
mal future,” said Judy. “Then 
we met Dr. Yu.” 

For years Judy collected 
binders of information about 
the latest treatments, but they 
are still 15 to 20 years away 
from finding a cure. 

“Our Retina Specialists and 
Geneticist continue to say 
“There is nothing we can do to 
help you or your boys.” It was 
the most difficult challenge of 
my life watching both sons lose 
their night vision, then their 
depth perception, then their 


Judy Taylor can remember 
the moment she was told she 
would go blind, she was hold¬ 
ing her baby daughter, but her 
worst fears came true years 
later when she discovered her 
two sons would also lose their 
sight. 

Judy, Landon age 28, and 
Lowell age 23, all suffer from 
Retinitis Pigmentosa (RP) 
which caused Judy’s father to 
lose his sight gradually over 20 
years. Now blind for 40 years 
Ola Danielson understands the 
pain his daughter and grand¬ 
sons were feeling, that is until 
they met Dr. Yu. 

“I remember as a little girl I 
could not see in the dark,” said 
Judy. “I would bump into 
things. I was not diagnosed till 
I was 25 years old. I can still 
remember the day.”

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MVC’s approval of 
project upsets 
Shea

Mountain View County 
(MVC) councillors were not 
prepared for fellow council¬ 
lor Arnie Shea’s reaction to 
council approving the 
Molmac Environmental 
Project last week at their 
council meeting. 

Shea left the council table 
prior to the Molmac discus¬ 
sion on Wednesday due to a 
conflict of interest. Shea 
lives in the Molmac area and 
has been fighting against the 
project for the past five 
years. The project’s purpose 
is to stop the further erosion 
of the river which is eroding 
the subdivision near Sundre. 

Once council voted on the 
issue. Shea came back to the 
table and exploded at Harold 
Johnsrude, MVC Commis¬ 
sioner, accusing him of with¬ 
holding information about 
the project, and threatened 
to resign his position as 
councillor. 

“This was a sham and it 
was corrupt, every bit of it 
is corrupt,” said Shea. “The 
assessment review hearings 
were corrupted, the munici¬ 
pal government board was 
corrupted, all the way 
through corrupt.” 

The project is expected to 
cost $630,000 (last year’s 
estimate), which will put 
large mountain rocks in 
place to redirect water and 
prevent further damage. 
County was approved for a 
provincial grant for $275,000 
for the project, leaving 
$355,000 of expense. Council 
agreed the Molmac residents 
could pay that off through a 
local tax improvement fee, 
which would be tacked onto 
their taxes each year. The 
County would be on a 20 year 
borrowing term, and resi¬ 
dents would pay them based 
on a low, medium, high risk 
formula, those at the high¬ 
est risk paying the most. 


Shea feels this is unjust 
and that the County is li¬ 
able and should foot the 
entire bill. According to 
their legal council they are 
not liable. Shea disagrees, 
saying there are five simi¬ 
lar court cases where mu¬ 
nicipalities have been 
forced to pay for the cost 
of environmental issues. 

“Our legal council is well 
aware of all the cases that 
involve environmental is¬ 
sues. He lour lawyer) is 
very well aware of the is¬ 
sues regarding the Molmac 
matter and through the re¬ 
view of those previous 
cases, he found the County 
not liable,” said 
Johnsrude. “County coun¬ 
cil of that day met with le¬ 
gal council to determine the 
County’s position regard¬ 
ing liability. The County did 
not take the position of ex¬ 
pecting any liability be¬ 
cause the County does not 
have any liability. Our le¬ 
gal council has reviewed all 
the documents regarding 
this matter.” 

Shea decided not to re¬ 
sign until a Corporate Re¬ 
view was done by George 
Cuff in the fall. 

“I believe administration 
acted on the best knowl¬ 
edge that was given to them 
by both previous council, 
this council, and through 
legal advice,” said Reeve A1 
Kemmere. To have accusa¬ 
tions directed at one per¬ 
son I feel is unfair. I just 
want to make sure people 
at this table realize that 
our administration is our 
support structure, I am of¬ 
fering my support to coun¬ 
cil. Arnie has made accusa¬ 
tions and I just want to offer 
my support back to administra¬ 
tion that I believe they have ex¬ 
ercised all proper angles. Until 
proven otherwise I don’t sup¬ 
port Arnie’s accusations at 
all.”

County gets clean audit

The checks and balances of 
Mountain View County’s $33 
million budget appear to be 
in place, according to the 
County’s auditors, who gave 
council a clean bill last week. 

According to Robert 
Fischer, of Red Deer based ac¬ 
counting firm Collins Bar- 
rows, there were no major 
points of contention with the 
way that the financials are 
handled with Mountain View 
County, and administration 
seem to be doing a good job 
at keeping the fiscal house in 
order. 

“The purpose of an audit 
is for us to examine the fi¬ 
nancial statements to make 
sure the financial picture of 
the County is correct,” 
Fischer said. 

Fischer explained that an 
audit doesn’t involve his firm 
going in and looking at every 
single receipt and transac¬ 
tion, however, they do test 
the controls and ensure that 
bills are being paid properly 
and everything is going 
through the right channels 
before a cheque goes out the 
door. 

“We were able to give a 
clean audit. Everything 
seemed to check out fine, he 
added.” 

The County’s Director of 
Finance Greg Weins, says he 
was personally happy with 
the audit, and says it was ob¬ 
viously no surprise that the 
County -reived a clean au¬ 
dit, at tiiey have the last 
number „i • • j ars. 

“This is fairly standard 
practice ,” Weins said. It’s a 
standard thing that we go 
through each year, under the 
Municipal Government Act, 
and it gives council confi¬ 
dence that things are work¬ 
ing well and that all the 
checks and balances are in 


place. 

An auditors committee was 
established, which consisted of 
Councillors Charlie Van 
Arnam and Arnie Shea, who 
both applauded the audit proc¬ 
ess. 

“Our job as audit commit¬ 
tee is to ensure that the audit 
is done and to ensure that tax¬ 
payers are represented in the 
audit process. We act as coun¬ 
cil’s eyes on the audit,” ex¬ 
plained Van Arnam. 

Van Arnam also explained 
to his council members that 
he and Shea, as the audit com¬ 
mittee, sat down with the au¬ 
ditors ‘without management 
present’ in case there were 
any concerns they wanted to 
discuss. 

“We sat down without man¬ 
agement present, which is 
common practice, in case they 
ever want to tell us of any 
problems,” Van Arman said. 
“But, it came through as a 
clean audit, as expected.” 

Van Arman says that sitting 
down with the auditors, with¬ 
out management around, is 
just an extra tool used to en¬ 
sure that taxpayer’s money is 
being spent and handled prop¬ 
erly. 

According to Weins there 
were some recommendations 
put forward in writing by the 
auditors as suggestions for 
management to improve the fi¬ 
nancial workings. 

None of the recommenda¬ 
tions were items pointing in 
any wrong doing of the Coun¬ 
ty’s administration. 

“Generally they are items 
that they may have come 
across that would maybe help 
improve the process. None of 
their recommendations were 
viewed as things we were do¬ 
ing wrong. It’s more manage¬ 
ment pointers and things like 
that,” Weins explained. 

Council approves grants as 
part of the financials, a 


number of community grants 
were approved at last Wednes¬ 
day’s regular council meeting, 
April 27. A grand total of 
$14,200 was approved under 
the County Rural Community 
Grant Program. 

The grants are as follows: 
The Air Cadet’s received 
$1,000 for roof repairs to the 
Netook Gliding Centre; 
$1,500 will be received for 
washroom renovations and 
tables for the Bergen Commu¬ 
nity Association; The Eagle 
Valley Community Club will 
be receiving $1,000 for work 
on a history book; The 
hardworking Carstairs based 
group Friends of Rescuing 
the Carstairs Elevator 
(FORCE) will receive $2,000 
to put towards a replica eleva¬ 
tor, which will be constructed 
and used to remember the el¬ 
evator era and also double as 
an information centre for the 
community; $1,000 will be 
awarded to the James River 
Bridge Association, the bal¬ 
ance to be raised by the Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Mountain View Charaliers 
will receive $1,000 for bus 
trips, hall rental and other 
services; $500 will be given 
towards the Reed Ranch Time 
Capsule, to help celebrate the 
Province’s 100th birthday; 
The Rugby Recreational So¬ 
ciety will receive up to $2,000 
for washroom renovations to 
accommodate the handi¬ 
capped; Harmattan’s St. 
George’s Anglican Church 
will receive $500 to maintain 
their church; Westerdale Com¬ 
munity Association will re¬ 
ceive $1,000 for association 
capital and operating as well 
as another $1,000 to put to¬ 
wards a history book; The 
Zella Community Association 
will receive $1,000 for costs 
which everyone seems to be 
struggling with electricity, 
propane and insurance.

RCMP

Members of the RCMP’s elite 
southern Alberta emergency re¬ 
sponse team (ERT), as well as two 
members of the Calgary City Po¬ 
lice Tactical Unit, spent a couple 
days last week training in the 
heavily-wooded area at the Dia¬ 
mond Buffalo Guest Ranch west 
of Sundre. 

During the Rural Patrol Pro¬ 
cedures and Tactics exercise the 
team members practised such 
things as defensive tactics, aggres¬ 
sive tactics, camouflage and con¬ 
cealment, firearms use, and other 
techniques. 

Sundre RCMP Const. Jim 
Lank planned the two-day exer¬ 
cise. 

“We do this at least once a year 
where we work on our bush tac¬ 
tics,” said Dank, a 13-year veteran 
on the ERT. “It expands our abil¬ 
ity to respond to a number of op¬ 
erational call outs and needs in a 
rural environment.” 

Members of the Calgary and 
RCMP units respond to high-risk 
situations such as hostage tak¬ 
ings. 

There are three RCMP ERT 
teams in Alberta, as well as tacti¬ 
cal units in Calgary and Edmon¬ 
ton. 

As well as the 12 members of 
each ERT team, support staff mem¬ 
bers such as radio operators and 
a dog team are also part of the 
squads. Each member has regu¬ 
lar duties with the RCMP and 
volunteers with ERT. 

The southern Alberta team re¬ 
sponded to about 40 incidents last 
year. 

More and more drug growing 
and manufacturing is moving 
from urban settings into rural 
areas - for example, a meth 
superlab busted at Cremona this 
spring - means more and more 
work for the ERT teams. 

“Many of these things are lo¬ 
cated in wooded areas or farms and 
acreages,” said Lank. “That ap¬ 
plies to this type of training be¬ 
cause just about everywhere you 
go there’s mixed terrain and bush 
and woods and open areas. This 
training allows us to be more ca¬ 
pable of investigating and respond¬ 
ing to all situations, whether it be 
drug related or otherwise, like a 
domestic situation in a rural prop¬ 
erty.” 

When asked, Lank said the 
shooting death of four RCMP of¬ 
ficers at Mayerthorpe on March 3 
has not changed the way ERT 
trains or does things. 

“It certainly solidifies the need 


for police forces to be well prepared 
and well trained to respond to any 
incidents. Police forces, including 
emergency response teams, have 
to be very well trained and pre¬ 
pared to respond to these inci¬ 
dents. And this is one aspect of 
being prepared, this rural train¬ 
ing.” 

Sundre RCMP Cpl. Rob Lidgett 
is a 10-year veteran on ERT. He 
said team members have to be 
ready to remain in place for ex¬ 
tended periods of times, such as 
when a person is barricaded in a 
cabin in the woods. 

“We have to be able to set up 
the perimeter and hold it,” said 
Lidgett. 

Paul What tarn, emergency re¬ 
sponse team coordinator for K 
Division (all of Alberta), said ERT 
training must take place in all 
types of environments and situa¬ 
tions. 

“We have to be ready for any 
conditions and any situations,” 
said Whattam. 

“Primarily emergency response 
teams are used for high-risk situ¬ 
ations, typically armed and barri¬ 
caded persons. You have to be 
ready for any situation.” 

Asked about the Mayerthorpe 
shooting and if it has impacted 
ERT training province-wide, he 
said, “I can’t say it will change 
the emergency response team as 
a function and what they do and 
how they do it. Until that situa¬ 
tion has been fully investigated 
and all the details are known, 
there’s not much we can do.” 

The Red Deer and Edmonton 
ERT members were called to the 
Mayorthorpe scene after the 
shootings, while members of the 
southern Alberta team were put 
on stand-by but did not attend. 

Calgary police Constables 
Justin O’Mahony and Jim Shaw 
joined the RCMP at Diamond 
Buffalo. They said cooperation 
between the units prepares every¬ 
one for possible future operations. 

“At any point in time if the 
RCMP were in need of some as¬ 
sistance, we would be able to go 
out and have an understanding 
of how they work tactically,” said 
O’Mahony. 

Training in rural areas can 
apply to bush areas within the city, 
such as in Fish Creek Park, said 
O’Mahony. 

“We have found that a lot of 
the criminal elements are moving 
out of the city to rural areas,’ said 
Shaw. 

Constables Shaw and 
O’Mahony said they will be 
passing on lessons learned 


this week to other members 
of the Calgary Police Tacti¬ 
cal Unit.

Anna, our favorite and only granddaughter, will be 
one year old this month and the only thing that could 
increase my joy in her existence would be if her great 
grandma's were here to cuddle her. She is named 
Anna for my husband's mother, and great grandma 
Anna, and my mom, great grandma Martha, would 
have absolutely adored her. It's lovely to think that a 
part of them, and generations of grandmas on her dad's 
side too, live on in this perfect little person and espe¬ 
cially at Mother's Day I feel some obligation to see 
that she at least knows who they were. 

When our children were small I made practically 
everything they wore and when Anna's mom, Kirsten, 
was about a year old I bought pattern and fabric to 
make a smocked baby dress. 1 had never done this be¬ 
fore and real smocking is a fairly complicated proce¬ 
dure but I had seen pictures of Grace Kelly's little prin¬ 
cesses of Monaco in smocked dresses and what's good 
enough for Grace Kelly's kid is good enough for mine. 
So I learned to smock. The pattern was "Bishop style" 
which means that the entire yoke, front, back, upper 
and lower sleeves were gathered. It was a lot of work 
but I was happy enough with the result that I entered 
the dress in our Women's Institute Constituency 
Handicraft Competition. 

A team of judges were hired to oversee the competi¬ 
tion and rules were fairly strict. All items had to be in 
and clearly marked by 8:30 AM, everything had to con¬ 
form to a Provincial Handicraft list, all items had to 
have been made in the 12 months preceding the event, 
the competitor's name was hidden until after judging, 
the judges would brook no interference, etc. etc. and 
no competitor was allowed in the Handicraft room 
while the judges were at work. My Mom was going to 
be a guest for lunch but she arrived early and began 
quietly checking out the Handicraft display. I was 
still in the business meeting or I would have discour¬ 
aged her but maybe because she was a guest and not a 
competitor no one said anything and the judges were 
just about finished anyway. Unfortunately one of the 
last categories that they judged was smocking. 

One of the judges held up Kirsten's little yellow 
dress and carefully examined the stitches. She held it 
out for her co-worker to see and observed, "the stitch 
widths are not absolutely perfect." "Well," my mother 
snapped, "it's the first one she ever did." Then realiz¬ 
ing that she had spoken out of turn Mom turned on 
her heel and flounced off leaving the startled judges 
staring openmouthed. When Mom told me what she 
had done I was totally mortified, but I got a first on 
the dress. 

I have smocked a lot of baby dresses since then and 
I don't suppose any of them have been perfect but 1 
have never finished one without thinking of Mom leap¬ 
ing to my defense, whether 1 needed it or not. 

Today 1 started a smocked dress for Anna, the fab¬ 
ric is deep rose the smocking is pink and white. There 
will be matching panties and the set is made from the 
same pattern that I used for Kirsten when she was a 
baby. Long ago I sent away for twelve extra sets of 
dots and I have used all but two of them. I saved 
those in the hope that I might someday have a chance 
to smock a dress for my own granddaughter. 

The dress is going to be fit for a princess. The only 
thing that would make it better would be if her great 
grandma's Anna and Martha were here to see her in 
it.

Landon has started his own 
business to pay for his own treat¬ 
ments, and says he would like all 
the money raised to go towards 
his mother and brother’s treat¬ 
ments. 

“Each small change is like a 
miracle to us, but it is very 
gradual,” said Judy. “We trust we 
can somehow find the funds to 
continue our treatments, in order 
to fund the scientific research 
needed that will save the vision 
for so many Canadians.” 

After Dr. Yu treats 100 patients 
he can show scientific proof that 
these treatments work, and in the 
future the treatments can be avail¬ 
able for anyone with RP without 
such high costs. 

“This was a big step for us,” 
said Judy. “The boys came to me 
when they were ready to start 
these treatments. We were suffer¬ 
ing silently for so long, it helps to 
talk about it. It is also difficult for 
us to accept help from others, but 
I know it’s what we have to do.”

Straight From the Table 

At a lively meeting , a number of key decisions were tackled 

Molmac Remediation: Alberta Environment funding for this initiative has been approved up to a 
maximum of $ 275,000. Council passed two motions - one to proceed with the initiative based on financing 
the balance of the project through a long term loan which will be recovered through a local improvement tax 
levied on Molmac residents. The second motion directs Council to revisit the formula for how the local 
improvement tax might be applied. This will be done prior to the next Council meeting. At this point, the 
majority of residents are in support of proceeding with the remediation on a cost sharing basis - however 
this is by no means unanimous. 

Audited 2004 Financials: The accounting firm of Collins Barrows of Red Deer presented their Auditor’s 
Report on the County’s 2004 financials and indicated a clean bill of health for the way the County's 
financials are managed and controlled. A copy will be posted on the web site. 

Municipal Infrastructure Funding: Mountain View County will receive $12,071,520 over the next five 
years from the Alberta government as new infrastructure funding for spending over the next 10 years. A 
committee is being formed to bring recommendations back to Council. Any infrastructure spending will be 
aligned with the County's Long Term Road Plan. 

Contribution to Olds College: Council approved a recommendation to provide a $10,000 cash grant to 
Olds College for research on a Bio-Gas initiative study. Participating residents of the County will receive an 
analysis of their waste streams, and data collected in this phase of the project will also provide a baseline 
for land use documents in the County. 

Rural Community Grants: Council approved a number of Rural Community Grants for local public 
initiatives in the County. For a list of the grants, see the web site. 

Building Update: 95% of the drywall is in, carpet and floor tiling is underway, plumbing is in the works and 
windows and glazing are completed. Total funds spent to date are: $ 2,846,618. Repairs as the result of the 
fire have been made for a cost of $ 2000 which was paid by the Contractor's insurance. 

Garbage in the Ditches: Area residents are asked to keep an eye out for those pitching garbage into the 
ditches - especially large items like appliances and furniture. Please see the web site for a detailed listing of 
approved disposal sites or call 403-335-2005 or 403-556-8120.

“We followed Dr. Yu’s re¬ 
sults and he now has over 90 
patients from all over the world 
who have had improvement of 
their acuity, peripheral, color 
and night vision,” said Judy. 
“We have each had two treat¬ 
ments now, and after one treat¬ 
ment Landon had a big im¬ 
provement. Lowell’s peripheral 
really changed and my night¬ 
time vision improved. I could 
start to see light through the 
blind spots.” 

After the second treatment 
all their glasses changed be¬ 
cause there was so much hap¬ 
pening. Unfortunately there is 
a big down side to these treat¬ 
ments, which is they are not 
covered by Health Care be¬ 
cause it is still in research 
stages. It costs approximately 
$6000 per person for one treat¬ 
ment, including flights, accom¬ 
modations, and everything, 
and these treatments must be 
done every three months for 
two years. 

“It stops the deterioration 


and brings the blood flow back 
to the eye,” said Judy. “After 
one and a half years of treat¬ 
ment the electrical and blood 
are back in the eye and there 
are great improvements, even 
if you stop treatments then. If 
you stop your treatments be¬ 
fore then you will start going 
back.” 

To complete their treat¬ 
ments the Taylors need ap¬ 
proximately another $108,000. 

When Linda Sirr and Gordie 
Reimer heard the Taylor’s 
story they wanted to help and 
they knew others from the area 
would too. Reimer Promotions 
decided to put on a benefit con¬ 
cert. 

On May 28th two concerts 
will be held by the gospel group 
Sweet Presence, from B.C. and 
all proceeds will go to the 
Taylor family. The perform¬ 
ances will take place at 6 p.m. 
and 8:30 p.m.

Lyle Craven 

Didsbury’s own Lyle Cra¬ 
ven will be inducted into the 
Rural Sports Hall of Fame 
in Saskatchewan for his life 
dedication to both playing 
and coaching sports. 

The official induction will 
take place on June 3rd in In¬ 
dian Head, Saskatchewan. 

“I was just blown away I 
did not even believe it,” said 
Craven. “I didn’t want to 
tell people cause I didn’t 
think it was real.” 


Craven admits to being a 
sports fanatic all his life. He 
first started playing sports 
after his family moved to 
town from their farm. 

“It was hard to play any 
sports when I was out of 
town, but once I moved I 
started playing soccer, 
hockey and curling,” said 
Craven. 

Craven continued to play 
these sports through grade 
12. Craven then went on to 
curl in Provincial School 
Boys playdowns in 
Saskatoon. 

At 16 years old Craven 
also played Senior hockey 
with the Aylsham Lions of 
the Carrot River Hockey 
League. 

In 1952 he attended the 
Humbolt Indians Jr. hockey 
team tryouts led by Scott 
Bowman in Sept./Oct. 1952. 
At age 17 he joined the 


Prince Albert Triple A ju¬ 
venile hockey team and 
played nine games with the 
Prince Albert Mintos of the 
Sask. Junior Hockey 
League. 

When playing for the 
Aylsham Lions hockey 
team in the 53-54 season, 
Craven earned All Star 
right winger position in 
the Carrot River Valley 
Hockey League. 

Craven then moved to 
Alberta where he played 
baseball.

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QUESTION: Our school psychologist said she thinks 
our son is suffering from childhood depression. My good¬ 
ness! The kid is only 9 years old. Is it reasonable that this 
could be his problem? 

DR. DOBSON: We used to believe that depression was 
exclusively an adult problem, but that understanding is 
changing. Now we're seeing signs of serious despondency 
in children as young as 5 years old. 

Symptoms of depression in an elementary school child 
may include general lethargy, a lack of interest in things 
that used to excite him, sleep disturbances, chewed finger¬ 
nails, loss of appetite and violent emotional outbursts. 
Other common reactions are complaints of stomach pain 
and low tolerance to frustration of any kind. 

If depression is a problem for your child, it is sympto¬ 
matic of something else that is bothering him. Help him 
verbalize feelings. Try to anticipate the explanation for 
sadness and lead the youngster into conversations that 
provide an opportunity to ventilate. Make yourself avail¬ 
able to listen, without judging or belittling the feelings 
expressed. Simply being understood is soothing for chil¬ 
dren and adults alike. 

If the symptoms are severe or if they last more than 
two weeks, I urge you to take the advice of the school psy¬ 
chologist, and seek other professional help for your son. 
Prolonged depression can be destructive for human beings 
of any age, and it is especially dangerous to children. 

QUESTION: Tow would you go about telling a child 
he or she is adopted, and when should that disclosure oc¬ 
cur? 

DR. DOBSON: First, begin talking to your toddlers 
about their adoption before they can understand the mean¬ 
ing of the words. That way there will never be a moment 
when disclosure is necessary. To learn of adoption from a 
neighbor or another family member can be an awful shock 
to an individual. Don't risk the devastation of a later dis¬ 
covery by failing to take the sting out of the issue in baby¬ 
hood. 

Second, celebrate two birthdays with equal gusto each 
year: the anniversary of her birth, and the anniversary of 
the day she became your daughter. That is a handy mecha¬ 
nism by which the fact of adoption can be introduced. It 
also provides a way to equalize the status of siblings. Bio¬ 
logical children have a psychological advantage, which they 
sometimes lord over their adopted brother or sister. That 
one-upmanship is neutralized somewhat when the adopted 
child gets a second birthday. 

Third, present the adoptive event as a tremendous bless¬ 
ing (as implied above) that brought great excitement to 
the household. Tell about how badly you and your wife 
wanted a baby to hold even though it looked like you 
wouldn't get to raise another boy or girl. Then describe 
how the news came that "you had arrived," and how the 
whole family celebrated and cheered. Let your child know 
your delight when you first saw him lying in a crib, and 
how cute he looked in his blue blanket, etc. Tell him that 
his adoption was one of the happiest days of your life, and 
how you raced to the telephone to call all your friends and 
family members to share the fantastic news. (Again, I'm 
assuming that these details are true.) 

This is the point: The child's interpretation of the adop¬ 
tive event is almost totally dependent on the manner in 
which it is conveyed during the early years. Most certainly, 
one does not want to approach the subject sadly, admitting 
reluctantly that a dark and troublesome secret must now 
be confessed. 

Fourth, when the foundation has been laid and the is¬ 
sue is defused, forget it. Don't constantly remind the child 
of his uniqueness to the point of foolishness. Mention the 
matter when it is appropriate, but don't reveal anxiety or 
tension by constantly throwing adoption in the child's face. 
Youngsters are amazingly perceptive at "reading" these 
thinly disguised attitudes. 

I believe it is possible, by following these common sense 
suggestions, to raise an adopted child without psychologi¬ 
cal trauma or personal insult.

Friends Helping A Pregnant 
Friend Avoid Alcohol

Fetal Alcohol Spectrum 
Disorders (FASD) is com¬ 
pletely avoidable if mothers 
abstain from drinking alcohol 
while pregnant. Every day one 
child is born with FASD and in 
2003 it was reported that over 
3,000 babies were born in 
Canada with FASD according 
to Health Canada's website. 
The extent to which rural com¬ 
munities are affected with 
FASD is not clear. Different 
communities are affected at 
different rates, since commu¬ 
nities vary in social, economic 
and geographical environ¬ 
ments and in cultural attitudes 
towards alcohol consumption. 

It may be difficult for 
women to avoid alcohol espe¬ 
cially if women arc y oung and 
influenced by their friends who 
are doing the party thing. 
However, research has shown 
that it may he a whole lot easier 
if those friends are caring and 
supportive. 

Research from the World 
Health Organization (Global 
Status Report on Alcohol, 
2004) has shown that peer re¬ 


lationships are very important 
to people. The following are 
five (5) key elements why friends 
are important, according to the 
University of Illinois at Chicago 
website: 

I) Friendships provide young 
people with opportunities to de¬ 
velop conflict resolution skills 
2) Friends provide fun and 
excitement through companion¬ 
ship and recreation 

3) Friends also give advice 
to one another. People talk 
through lots of issues and prob¬ 
lems with their friends 

4) Loyalty is a valued trait in 
friendship. People are looking 
for loyal allies that can help them 
out at school, work or in their 
own neighbourhood 

5) Friendships also provide 
stability during times of stress 
or transition. It is helpful to have 
a friend who is going through 
the same situations and can ease 
the anxieties of the times 

The Calgary Fetal Alcohol 
Network (CFAN). in partnership 
with the Calgary Health Region 
(CHR), has developed a unique 
campaign for the Calgary area 
about friends helping friends 
avoid alcohol when pregnant 
This cheerful, positive campaign 


is now being expanded to the 
Rural and Aboriginal Communi¬ 
ties. The main population of in¬ 
terest is over 244.000 youth aged 
16 to 24 years old. 

The main messages are, 
"friends helping friends”, “no 
alcohol is best when pregnant” 
and “friends caring for pregnant 
friends.” The supportive, posi¬ 
tive, empowering tone, and the 
focus on both young women and 
young men. has made this a lively 
and fresh approach. The cam¬ 
paign goal is to reduce the 
number of babies born with fetal 
alcohol spectrum disorders 
(FASD) through a social market¬ 
ing awareness campaign. 

A Youth Working Group was 
struck in the fall of 2004 and 
over 20 young people came to¬ 
gether. They continue to work 
on the campaign as they prepare 
for the launch in May. Youth 
have been carefully involved in 
all stages of the campaign plan¬ 
ning and implementation. “I'm 
involved since I have some 
friends who are FASD affected. 
FASD may be preventable if 
friends helped their pregnant 
friends in healthy and support¬ 
ive ways”, said Megan Snider, 
Youth W'orking Group member.
